PARTNERSHIP LAWS. 


A. Synopsis of Legal Decisions Relating to 


Joint Business Enterprises. 


When a partnership is formed for a 


definite period it is dissolved by the 
expiration of that period. 


'iho death or insanity of any partner 


operates as a dissolution. 


The conviction of a partner on a 


criminal chargo, and sentence to im- 
prisonment for life dissolves the part- 
noiship. 


If olio partner becomes individually 


insolvent, and makes an individual 
assignment for the benefit of his pri- 
vate creditors, the 
partnership is 


thereof dissolved. 


Each partner is expected to give a 


reasonaole amount of his time and at- 
tention to the business of the firm. In 
case of his refusal or neglect to do so, 
the other partner or partners may ask 
tor a dissolution and then reorganize 
without him. 


Between tho partners themselves tho 


provisions of the articles are binding, 
and are tho measure of tho rights of 
each member of the 
flrm. 
But they 


are not binding upon third persons 
who have dealings with tho firm, un- 
less the articles are shown to them, or 
Ihcy are aware in some way of thoir 
tenor. 


Partners are trustees for each other 


as among themselves, while they aro 
agents of each other as to third per- 
sons. 
As trustees, therefore, ovory 


thing thoy do must inure to the benefit 
of tho firm. No partner can take ad- 
vantage of his position as partner to 
obtain any private gain for himself. 


Tho tost of a partnership is a com- 


munity of interest, an agreement to 
share both profits and losses, and n 
tight to a voico in the direction, of tho 
affairs of tho firm. 


As a inlo, no partner can sue his co- 


partner on any matter connected with 
film affairs, as long as tho partnership 
continues 
Ho can, however, sue for 


any private or distinct debt 


Each partner is a general agent, 


with broad powers to aot for and bind 
tho firm. 


Each partner hag tho power to buy 


and sell goods, and to assign any or 
all of the property of tho firm. 


Each partner can borrow money, 


nml givo promissory notes of tho firm 
as security for tho loan. Ho can 
compromise or release debts duo tho 
fiim in full, oven if it takes all tho as- 
aots of tho partnership. 


Tho authoiity of a partner is con- 


lined to tho general scope and custom 
of tho business. 
While ho may sign 


notes or chocks and accept bills of ex- 
change, this mustbocommeicnlpapci 
in tho ordinary course of tho business 
of tho firm. He can not bind tho firm 
by a note in favor of a private or in- 
dividual creditor in. payment of a pri- 
vate debt without the consent of the 
other partneis. 


Nor can ono partner issue accommo- 


dation paper, that is, sign the note of 
another firm or individual, as surety 
or indorser, in tho firm name, so as to 
bind tho other partners without then 
knowledge and consent. 
In such n 


case, tho partner signing would bo per- 
sonally liable, but not tho firm. 


Ono partner can not alone cxocftto 


and bind the firm by any instrument 
under seal, except tho release of si 
debt All tho partners must oxocnt" 
deeds and mortgages of tho paltrier 
ship property, powers of attorney, 
etc., in order to make them valid. 


The partnership creditors aro enti 


tied to bo paid their debts in full out 
of the assets or property of tho pait 
ncrship before tho individual creditors 
of any ono partner can claim any 
thing.—Dry (foods Chronicle.

formed the Governor that he had cabled 
the Foreign Secretary in England, giving 
Lim the substance of the Governor's de- 
cision, and had also telegraphed Ministei 
West and Secretary Bayard, and he hoped 
& reply would bo received dome time to- 
day or to-night, and that he Tantod to 
know if the Governor would remain in 
the city, so that any telegram from then 
migbt bo answered before the execution. 
Tbo Govornor promised to romnin, bni 
stated that he had devoted acarly twc 
weeks to the hearing of this case, when he 
ought to have been away looking attei 
other matters. 
Fauntleroy thanked the 


Governor for the patient hearing he had 
given, and said that whilst ho regretted 
trespassfng on his timo to tho detriment 
of his private interests, yet he was th« 
Govornor, and, as such, official duties de- 
manded the Governor's attention before 
other matters. 


Tho Govornor complimented Messrs. 


Martin aud Fauntleroy,Ifor tho attentior, 
they had Riven their client, when they 
bade tho Govornor "good-bye", however, 
without tho usual haud-shaklngladieu. 


Mr. Martin leaves on the afternoon 


tram for St. Louis, but Mr. Fauntleroy 
remains tw watch after telegrams from 
Washington or||the British Government.

The Last Day at the Jail. 


ST. Louis, Aug. 4.—"Maxwell must 


hang I" This was the ominous word re- 
ceived at tho Four Courts this morning 
shortly after nine o'clock. It was taken 
up by every tonguejand flashed from lip 
to lip. In an instant it had traveled ovoi 
the entire building:, and £all wore pro- 
nouncing "Maxwell must bang!" The 
sentence rang in every ear, save that of 
tho man most interested. From him it 
was kept concealed. 


There was fear he would commit sui- 


cide If ho knew his doom wns sealed. 
No one was^ermittod to so» him until ho 
and Laudgraf 
had 
beonCthoroughly 


searched and their cells renovated and 
changod. Each was to bo given tho oth- 
er's coll. 


Sheriff Harrington had hoard 1 ho intel- 


ligence early, and before ton o'clock was 
up to see his chief deputy at the Four 
Courtb, Joe Harrington, and give him in- 
structions concerning tho preparations 
for and cnrrvlng out of tho double execu- 
tion. The .sheriff also had a talk with 
Jailor Callatmn. Then 'his chief deputy 
walked to tho screen of tho Jail and sum- 
moned his subordinates, who wero within 
ou tho death watch, to him. He told 
thorn to immediately search tho prison- 
ers thoroughly, to leara what clothing 
they intend wearing on (ho morrow and 
to search it thoroughly. All other cloth- 
ing was to be removed and now bedding 
placed iu each coll. Tha Bailer would 
supply tho now bedding. In a jiffy tho 
deputies wore off to carry^out their In- 
structions. 


Ex-Deputy Jailer Waters had boen ad- 


mitted to soe him just before the news 
had been received. He remained inside 
for some timo after tho news had boon an- 
nounced outside tho J ill and conflnuotl. 
Waters himself hod '.oard it as a rumor 
just as ho entered, but ft VJMS not au- 
thentic. 
Maxwell ni d Waters are old 


frio'uds, and tlio oonilumnorl man (loslred 
to soo him before ho departed life. While 
deputy jailor, Waters had been very kind 
to him, land the prisoner did not foiget 
this. Not only was the ex-deputy kind to 
him, but ho had always sympathized with 
turn, and had hoped that somft day tho 
little chlorof ormor would onco more tread 
tho earth as a free man. 


"His hand is like ice. It Is cold as 


death," remarked Waters, as ho caino out 
of tlio jail. "I havo never soon inoh a 
clmngo lu a man. Perhaps I notice it so 
much because I havo not beheld him for 
so loni?, but ther» is certainly a wonder- 
ful alteration in his appearance and man- 
ner. He is a different man. Ho has not 
yet board tho news, but ho is anxiously 
awaiting It.

and sister, endeavoring to assuage their 
grief, a task in which he wns at least 
partially successful.

The deputy sheriffs were still busy 
sleuning out the cells of the prisoners, 
tnd nntll they had finished did mot want 
the ladies admitted. 


While the search was In in progress, 


the little foreigner, to whom Jailer Cal- 
lahan had already shown the news, 
paced up and down the cotirt of the jail. 
He was pale and rostlosa. It waa nearly 
half-past eleven o'clock when tholmother 
aud sister entered. They were escorted 
by Chief Deputy Joe Harrington. As 
soon as Maxwell's cell had boon put in 
order and every thing searched, Father 
Tihan, who had already visited Maxwell, 
left the building. 


The mother and daughter asked, as a 


special favor, that they be permitted to 
go beyond the screen and see their rela 
tire inside his cell. Their request was 
granted, and they were takein direct to 
the cell. With a rush, the motiier throw 
her arms about him, and crying, "My 
dear son", kissed him twice in rapid suc- 
cession. Then tho aistor embraced him, 
and Mmplrvntad two affectionate kisses 
on his lips. Boih wept slightly, but it 
was only momentarily, and they had soon 
dried their tears. 
Poor womon! They 


wore endeavoring to conceal their grie: 
from him, so he would not suffer an un- 
necessary pong of sorrow. Hs was pale 
and worn, but calm. 
He reliurned their 


embraces, bnt uttered not a word. It was 
some moments before he could speak. In 
fact, the mother opened the conversation 
by saying:

Fold's question as to what kind of a pa- 
per tho Freihcit was, bysa.ying: "Well, 
I (should call It an economical paper—its 
an Anarchist paper." Witness said he 
had boen in this country for sir years.

"MAXWELL" PAYS THE PEBALTY, 


At 8 O'clock this Morning Hugh M. 


Brooks Hanged at St. Louis. 


Special to the REPUBLICAN, 


ST. Loins, Ma, 9:30 a. m., Aug. 10.— 


Hugh M. Brooke was banged at 9 a. m. 
for the murder ot Arthur Preller. 


THE DELAY. 


The execution was to have taken place 


at 6:30 o'clock, bnt by direction ol Oov. 
Morehonse the tune was extended two 
hours, to give Maxwell's attorneys time 
to get word from the British government 
with reference to the alleged inquiry that 
government intended to institute. No 
word was received at the expiration of 
two hours and a half, and the prisoner 
was hung. 


HE BHOKE DOWN. 


On the scaffold Maxwell broke down 


completely. It was with difficulty that 
he could stand erect. The fall broke his 
neck. 


Thus ended 
the life of Hugh M. 


Brooks, made famous under the assumed 
name of Walter H. Lennox Maxwell, the 
perpetrator of the sensational hotel trag- 
edy at the Southern Hotel at St. Louis 
three years ago, the victim being bis 
friend, O. Arthur Preller. The deed was 
committed 
April 6, 
1885, the day 


following the arrival of the two friends 
from Boston. 
The day o! the crime 


Maxwell displayed Preller's money and 
bought a ticket for New Zealand. On 
April 12th the body of Preller was dis- 
covered in the trunk in the hotel room. 
On May 6th Maxwell was arrested on 
board ship off Auckland, New Zealand, 
and was placed in the St. Louis jail Au- 
gust 16. He was arraigned and pleaded 
not guilty on Nov. 14. On June 5,1887, 
the tnal ended in the conviction of Max- 
well, and the date of the hanging was 
fixed for August 28, '87. An appeal WPS 
taken to the Supreme court, and on June 
20,1888, the decision of the lower court 
was affirmed. Gov. Morehouse refused 
to grant o respite, and August 10 was 
fixed as the date of execution, and to- 
day the prisoner suffered the penalty. 


The St. Louis Republican of to-day 


contained the following: 


At 3 o'clock this morning Maxwell snid 


he was feeling chilly. He shivered slight- 
ly and buttoned his coat about >nm. The 
wind came in at the west window, just 
opposite his cell, and was indeed cool. 
A quart tin cup of hot black coffee was 
brought to him. This he sipped and 
seemed to get some warmth in his veins 
from the draught. While taking this 
refreshment, Mr. Pauntierqy's telegram 
to Martin was brought him. It gave 
him but little hope. He only said : 
"Well, if a man won't believe the tele- 
grams a diplomatic minister sends to 
him I suppose there is no way to make 
him do so. The Governor seems deter- 
mined on his course, and I suppose I 
must meet my fate."

William H. Gipson was born March 27, 


1837, in Manchester, Daarborn county, 
Indiana; his early life was spent in Au- 
rora, Indiana, and there he learned the 
trade of n carpenter; there, too, he was 
married on June 22,1858, to Jlias Fannio 
M. Decker. He came to Decatnr in the 
spring of 1865, and for a year worked for 
I). C. Shockley, when ho entered the em- 
ploy of Elwood & Co., who then were 
then operating what was afterwards the 
Mills-Harry planing mill; he was with 
that establishment until the winter of 
'77-8; in the summer of '78 he engaged 
in business on his own account with G. 
S. Lyon, under the firm style of Lyon, 
Gipson & Co., being engaged in the lum- 
ber business. In 1887 the business was 
reorganized, and continued under the 
style of Lyon, Gipson, Armstrong Co. 
He retired from active business in March 
of this year. He was long a member of 
the Methodist church, having been con- 
verted and joined that denomination at 
Aurora, Indiana, in 1858. On his coming 
to Decatur he identified himself with 
Stapp's Chapel M. E. church, and at the 
time of his death was one of the church 
trustees. He was a member of Macon 
Lodge No. 8 and was chairman of the 
building committee which had charge of 
the erection of the Masonic Temple, at 
the corner of William and Water streets. 


The deceased leaves a widow and three 


children—Mrs. George A. Ferguson, of 
Omaha, Neb.; H. E. Gipson, of Decatur, 
and Frank H. Gipson, of St. Paul, Minn. 


The hour of the funeral is yet undeter- 


mined. It will probably be held Sunday 
afternoon.

X>o8crlptloii of tho Process Cnrrioti Out in 


a French factory. 


Whilo every body hns hoard of, or 


soon or used celluloid, only a few know 
what it is composed of or how it is 
made. Tho following is a description 
of tho process carried out in a factory 
noarPnvis for tho production of cellu- 
loid: A roll of paper is slowly un- 
wound, and at tho same time is satu- 
rated with a mixture of iivo parts of 
sulphuric acid and two parts of nltrio 
acid, which falls upon tho paper in a 
fine spray. 
This changes tha cellulose 


of the paper into pyroxylino (gun 
cotton). 
Tho excess of 
the 
acid 


having been oxfielod by pressure, 
tho paper is washed with plenty of 
water until all traces of acid have boon 
removed; it is then reduced to a pulp, 
and passes on to the bleaching trough. 
Most of Uio water having boen got rid 
of by moans of a strainer, tho pulp is 
mixed with from twenty to forty per 
cent, of its weight of camphor, and 
tho mixture thoroughly triturated un- 
der mill stones. The necessary color- 
ing having boon added in the form of • 
powder, a second mixing and grinding 
follows. 
Tho finely divided pulp is 


then spread out in thin layers on slabs, 
and from twenty to twonty-fivo of 
thcso 
layers 
are 
placed 
in 


an 
hydraulic 
press 
separated 


from one another by somo shoots of 
thick blotting paper, and are subject 
to a pressure of one hundred and fifty 
atmospheres until all traces of mois- 
ture have been got rid of. The matter is 
then passed between rollers heated to 
between one hundred and forty and 
one hundred and iifty degrees Fahren- 
heit, whence it issues in the form of 
clastic sheets.
